Bearded oats m ust have an excesas of 
husk. 
O ats are not 
necessarily bad 
because they 
are thick-skinned 
or 
bearded, but they m ust contain a less 
am ount of flour per bushel than 
thin- 
skinned oats w ithout beards.

G o o d A d v i c e t o t h e F ar m e r . 
Every farm should be an “ex peri­ 
men t station ” to some ex ten t. The 
station s 
un d er the con trol of the 
State are, when properly d irected , of 
great 
ben efit 
to the 
agricultural 
in d ustry as a whole; but there are 
?on d ition s ex sistin g on each in d ivid u­ 
al farm which belon g to it alon e, an d 
which the ex perimen ts a t the station s 
d o n ot ex actly cover. But by follow- 
mg in the lin e of the station in vesti­ 
gation s, so far as they are applicable 
to his own case, a farm own er may 
make tests which will greatly in crease 
his kn owled ge of the capabilities of 
his lan d , an d en able him to d ecid e in ­ 
telligen tly what to attem pt an d what 
to let alon e. Man y farmers go on 
from year to year raisin g crops n ot 
well ad apted to their soil an d situa- 
ation , an d by method s ill suited to 
secure the best results, when if they 
would ex perimen t wisely on a mod ­ 
erate scale they would see their error 
an d be able to rectify it. 
The farmin g in d ustry is un like al­ 
most every other in d ustry, in th at it 
gen erally afford s the farmer a livin g 
in spite of the most stupid misman ­ 
agemen t. 
But it is like every other 
in th a t it can be mad e by in telligen t 
man agemen t far more profitable than 
when in d ifferen tly con d ucted . 
The 
old saw th a t “ kn owled ge is power” is 
as applicable here as in the coun tin g 
room, the factory or the professor’s 
chair. 
But how shall the requisite 
kn owled ge be acquired ? 
Certain ly 
n ot by plod d in g on in the old ruts 
th at the father an d gran d father fol­ 
lowed . 
The farmer who wan ts to get the 
most value out of his lan d must be, 
as we have recen tly poin ted out, a 
read in g farmer. 
He should have a 
good 
agricultural 
library, 
which 
should in clud e all available stan d ard 
works on agricultural topics, in clud ­ 
in g chemistry of the soil, plan ts an d 
fertilizers, 
botan y, man agemen t of | 
live stock, etc. 
An d in ad d ition —to j 
return to our topic—he should make : 
ex perimen ts to test the ad aptability j 
of his soil to d ifferen t crops, an d to 
ascertain w'hat varieties of whatever 
crops he d ecid es to raise are best, 
suited to his soil. 
We presume there 
are n ot man y farmers to whom such 
ex perimen ts would brin g n o revela­ 
tion s. 
It is sometimes objected th a t—ex ­ 
perimen ts con d ucted 
011 a small scale 
are d eceptive—th at they d o n ot fairly 
in d icate what the result will be 011 a 
larger area. There is some truth in 
this; but even if the same proportion 
of yield is n ot main tain ed on the acre 
or ten -acre field as on the little plot 
of carefully fertilized an d thoroughly 
tiiled soil, some tilin gs of value will 
be learn ed from the ex peri men tal 
strip which will aid in solvin g the 
larger problems of the farm. 
It may be learn ed , for ex ample, 
what variety of grain yield s the best 
return s; what p o tato is most suitable 
for the soil; what bran d of commercial 
fertilizer will best promote the growth 
of the variety chosen . To be sure, 
the ex perimen t might be mad e at 
otice on the large scale, but it is com­ 
parative return s th a t are especially 
aimed a t in con d uctin g small ex peri­ 
men ts. The true prin ciple in con d uct­ 
in g such ex perimen ts is to bear in 
min d tiie larger area from which crops 
are to be taken , an d the am oun t of 
fertilizer which can he applied to it, 


shesp raisin g will be a good busin ess. | W IO 
It will in reality pay to crow sheep for 
the m utton alon e an d the mon ey ob­ 
tain ed for wool is all clear gain . On e 
of the chief ad van tages of han d lin g 
sheep is th a t it is practical to keep 
them con stan tly un d er your care an d 
much loss may be preven ted which 
would occur if this was n ot the case. 
An other im portan t poin t is th a t they 
will flourish on a short ran ge. Then 
they yield read ily to will in the m at­ 
ter of breed in g. You can chan ge in the 
shortest possible time when ever the 
fashion in wool or flesh chan ges. Then 
un d er the presen t d eman d for m utton 
there is n o n ecessity for ever havin g 
an y old sheep on han d , as this class 
can be worked off from year to year 
an d the flock kept youn g an d thrifty. 
It is also possible to build shed s of 
capacity to house as large a n umber 
as a given ran ge will feed , an d , bein g 
prepared to house a flock properly, 
win ter loss is n ot on ly preven ted , but 
the best success is assured in lambin g. 
With successful lambin g un d w in ter­ 
in g, a flock mad e certain an d a fair 
price for wool when m utton alon e 
would pay ex pen ses, there is n othin g 
to preven t our flock own ers from be­ 
comin g rich in a few years.”

In En glan d 
the old four-posted bed stead is still 
the prid e of the n ation , but the iron 
or brass bed stead is fast becomin g 
un iversal. The En glish bed s are the 
largest in the world . The 
an cien t 
Greeks an d Roman s had their bed s 
supported on frames, but n ot flat like 
ours. The Egyptian s had a couch of 
a peculiar shape, more like an old -fash­ 
ion ed easyehair with hollow’ back an d 
seat. 


T h e E le c tr ic P r o p u ls io n o f S h ip s . 
In con sid erin g the future d evelop­ 
men t of scien ce, Mr. Oberlin Smith, in 
a lect ure recen tly d elivered before the 
Fran klin in stitute, propoun d ed the 
id ea th at the ships of the future will 
probably be d riven by electricity, by 
mean s of a simple rotatin g arm ature 
fix ed d irectly upon the shaft of the 
screw itself. The source of the elec­ 
tric curren t for d rivin g the m otors of

F e e d in g D airy S t o c k . 
On e of the lead in g d airymen in a 
state which is n oted for its d airy in ­ 
terests, is quoted as sayin g th at while 
he believes an occasion al chan ge of 
d iet is a good thin g, he feed s “ what is 
han d iest, on ly en ough of it an d a t 
regular hours.” This method d oes n ot 
have as much machin ery about it 
th at which figures up the the various 
elemen ts in several d ifferen t kin d s of 
food an d then balan ces them with the 
skill of an ex pert bookkeeper—a very 
popular method in some quarters— 
but in this case it seems to have 
brought about 
good 
results. We 
would n ot say on e word again st scien ­ 
tific in vestigation , though there is 
such a thin g as becomin g too much of 
a slave to its supposed teachin gs, but 
it d oes give us pleasure to say some­ 
thin g in favor of common sen se when 
it is in telligen tly d irected . We are al­ 
so glad to n ote th at this d airym an 
asserts th a t “food will n ot make a 
cow good , but it will en able a n atural­ 
ly good cow to d o all n ature in ten d ­ 
ed her to d o in this way of milk giv­ 
in g.” When the host of men who are 
tryin g to makegood cows out of poor 
stock by givin g them large quan tities 
of rich food shah learn th at they are 
attem ptin g the impossible they will 
have mastered on e of the im portan t 
lesson s with which 
the 
successful 
d airym an 
must 
become familiar. 
Where there is a capacity for milk 
prod uction it can be 
d eveloped by 
¡» roper feed in g an d care, but all the 
feed an d all the care th at can possibly 
be given will n ever make a good milk­ 
er out of a cow which has n o n atural 
capacity in th a t d irection .—American 
Dairyman .

T hat was a very sen sible action 011 
the p art of the ex perimen t station 
authorities of Wiscon sin to make a 
tour of in vestigation of the si!os of 
the State to d iscover wherein lay 
their weak poin ts. 
There has been

in . Nin e silos were foun d in jured in 
this way. To avoid this n uisan ce it 
is recommen d ed th a t the bottom bo 
well grouted before it is cemen ted . 
Freezin g is an other complain t. The 
professors thin k the in formation gain ­ 
ed on this poin t is n ot reliable for the 
reason th at the past three win ters, 
d urin g which time n early all the kn owl­ 
ed ge they have 011 the subject of silos 
has been acquired , have been ex cep­ 
tion ally mild an d the farmers of Wis­ 
con sin may reason ably look for con ­ 
sid erable d amage from this d irection 
when a hard win ter comes alon g. The 
report states th at freezin g is n ot n ec­ 
essarily very harmful, for after the 
frozen parts are mix ed with other sil­ 
age it quickly melts an d the cattle 
seem to relish it as much as the other. 
It would probably be a good precau­ 
tion to pile straw on the sid e of the silo 
ex posed to the weather so as to pre­ 
ven t an y trouble. 
Wood en silos are 
in less d an ger than those built of 
ston e from the effects of frost an d 
n eed more protection . Now is a good 
time to take the n ecessary precau­ 
tion s.

i bolic soap sud s or with castile soap 
j sud s, an d then apply a little of th e 
j mix ture of sweet oil an d carbolic acid . 
Keep the fowls in a d ry place, w hen- 
there are n o d rafts of air, un til th e y 
are well. Sometimes this course of 
treatm en t will cure, an d sometimes 
n ot; roup is an un certain d isease to 
d eal with.—Fan n y Field . 
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S tr aw b e r r y P lan tin g . 
Now is a good time to set out straw ­ 
berries. Plan ts may be set in rows 
for an ord in ary farm gard en , an u al­ 
lowed to grow in a m atted row a foot 
wid e. A plot on e rod wid e an d four 
rod s lon g will supply an y family with 
all the berries they can use both fresh 
an d for win ter. I thin k the crescen t 
the best all-roun d variety, though 
there are better berries. The groun d j in .’ W hen we 
should be well d rain ed an d well en rich­ 
ed with rotted man ure, before the 
plan ts are set out. Do n ot set them 
so the crown s will be covered with 
water when the rain s come. The l» est 
mulch is wild grass or corn fod d er, but 
it should n ot be put on un til the 
groun d freezes. Cold weather d oes n ot 
in jure strawberries in the least. It is 
freezin g an d thawin g th a t d raws the 
plan ts out of the groun d which d oes 
the d amage, an d the mulch is ¡» ut 011 
to keep the groun d from thawin g 
every time a warm » ¡» ell comes. It 
should n ot be put. over the plan ts too 
thickly, but laid between the rows, 
sn ugly again st the plan ts on both 
sid es.—Miles Purvis, in 0. J. Farmer.

L ast year 
there were 20,000 letters posted in

an y ad d ress 
011 
them. In 1600 of these gold coin an « l 
mon ey were in closed . The can celed 
postage stam ps of man y coun tries 
are worth quite a* much At> un used 
specimen s, an d man y are issued solely 
for collection s, the reven ue bein g an 
im portan t item. Mon aco was 
the 
latest to issue stamps; hut Stoffalan d , 
with its “fifty houses 
an d three 
stores,” is probably the most in sign ifi­ 
can t, even more so than Heligolan d 
or the Virgin Islan d s. Bhopal has 
the old est stamp, 
Nicaragua the 
fin est, Siberia the largest, Zealan d the 
smallest, Guatemala the most strik­ 
in g, an d Sarawak an d Great Britain 
d ivid e the hon or of havin g the cheap­ 
est an d mean est.—The Book-Keeper.

Good A dvice to th e Farm er. 


E very farm should be an “experi­ 
ment sta tio n ” to som e exten t. 
The 
statio n s 
under 
the con trol of the 
S tate are, when properly directed, of 
great 
benefit 
to the 
agricultural 
industry as a whole; but there are 
.'onditions exsisting on each individu­ 
al farm which belong to it alone, and 
which the experim ents a t the station s 
do n ot exactly cover. B ut by follow­ 
ing in the line of the statio n investi­ 
gations, so far as they are applicable 
to his own case, a farm owner m ay 
make tests which will greatly increase 
his knowledge of the capabilities of 
his land, and enable him to decide in­ 
telligently w hat to attem p t and what 
to let alone. 
M any farm ers go on 
from year to year raising crops not 
well adapted to their soil and situa- 
ation, and by m ethods ill suited to 
secure the best results, when if they 
would exjieriinent wisely on a m od­ 
erate scale they w*ould see their error 
and be able to rectify it. 
The farming industry is unlike al­ 
m ost every other industry, in th a t it 
generally affords the farm er a living 
in spite of tlie m ost stupid m ism an­ 
agem ent. 
B ut it is like every other 
in th a t it can be m ade by intelligent 
m anagem ent far m ore profitable than 
when indifferently conducted. 
The 
old saw th a t “ knowledge is pow er" is 
as applicable here as in the counting 
room , the factory o r the professor's 
chair. 
But how shall the requisite 
knowledge 
be acquired? 
Certainly 
not by plodding on in the old ru ts 
th a t the father and grandfather fol­ 
lowed. 
The farm er who w ants to get the 
m ost value ou t of his land m ust be, 
as we have recently pointed ou t, a 
reading farm er. 
He should have a 
good 
agricultural 
library, 
which 
should include all available stan d ard 
works on agricultural topics, includ­ 
ing* bemist rv of the soil, plants and 
fertilizers, 
botan y, managem ent of 
live stock, etc, 
And in addition—to 
return to our topic—he should make 
experim ents to test the ad aptability 
of his soil to different crops, and to 
ascertain what varieties of w hatever 
crops he decides to raise are best 
suited to his soil. 
W e presume there 
are not m any farm ers to whom such 
experim ents would bring no revela­ 
tions. 
It is som etim es objected th a t—ex­ 
perim ents conducted on a small scale 
are deceptive— th a t they do not fairly 
indicate what the result will be on a 
larger area. 
There is some tru th in 
this; but even if the sam e proportion 
of yield is not m aintained on the acre 
or ten-acre field as on the little plot 
of carefully fertilized and thoroughly 
tilled soil, some things of value will 
be learned from 
the 
experim ental 
strip which will aid iii solving the 
larger problems of the farm . 
It m ay be learned, 
for exam ple, 
what variety of grain yields the best 
returns; what j>otato is m ost suitable 
for the soil; what brand of com m ercial 
fertilizer will best prom ote the growth 
of the variety chosen. 
T o be sure, 
the experim ent 
might 
be 
m ade at 
once on the large scale, but it is com ­ 
p arative returns th a t are especially 
aimed a t in conducting small experi­ 
m ents. 
The true principle in conduct­ 
ing such experim ents is to bear in 
mind the larger area from which crops 
are to be taken, and the am ount of 
fertilizer which can be applied to it, 
and keep the experim ental plot p retty 
closely to the stan d ard th a t will be 
m aintained there. 
In this way there 
w ill be less likelihood of erro r than if 
the tests are made under conditions 
in some respects widely different from 
those under which the regular crops 
will be cultivated. 
The im portance of these farm experi­ 
m ents can 
hardly 
be 
overstated. 
They will not only increase the farm ­ 
er’s knowledge, but will also tend to 
increase bis interest and th a t of his 
family in the 
farm life and work—

of the chief advantages of handling 
sheep is th a t it is p ractical to keep 
them con stan tly under you r care and 
much loss m ay be prevented which 
would occur if this was not 
the case.

there is no necessity for ever having 
any old sheep on hand, as this class 
can be worked off from year to year 
and the flock kept young and thrifty. 
It is also possible to build sheds of 
cap acity to house as large a number 
as a given range will feed, and, being 
prepared to house a flock properly, 
winter loss is n ot only prevented, but 
the best success is assured in lambing. 
W ith successful lambing und winter­ 
ing, a flock m ade certain and a fair 
price for wool when 
m utton alone 
would pay expenses, there is nothing 
to prevent our flock owners from be­ 
coming rich in a few y ears.”

brought ab out 
good 
results. 
We 
would not say one w ord against scien­ 
tific investigation, 
though 
there is 
such a thing as becoming to o much of 
a slave to its supposed teachings, but 
it does give us pleasure to say some­ 
thing in favor of com m on sense when 
it is intelligently directed. 
We are al­ 
so glad to note th a t this dairym an 
asserts th a t “ food will n ot make 
a 
cow good, but it w ill enable a n atu ral­ 
ly good cow to do all nature intend­ 
ed ber to do in this way of milk giv­ 
ing.” 
When the host of men who are 
trying to m akegood cows out of poor 
stock by giving them large quantities 
of rich food 8bal’ learn th a t they are 
attem pting the impossible they will 
have m astered one of the im portant 
lessons with which 
the 
successful 
dairym an 
m ust 
become fam iliar. 
W here there is a cap acity for milk 
production it can be 
developed 
by 
proper feeding and care, but all the 
feed and all the care th a t can possibly 
be given will never m ake a good milk­ 
er out of a cow which has no natu ral 
cap acity iii th a t direction.—American 
D airym an.

is cemented, 
j Freezing is another com plaint. 
The 
j professors think the inform ation gain­ 
ed on this point is not reliable for the 
I reason th at the p ast three winters, 
j during which time nearly all the knowl- 
[ edce they have on the subject of silos 
I has been acquired, have been exrep- 
I tionallv mild and the farm ers of W is­ 
consin m ay reasonably look for con­ 
siderable damage from this direction 
w hen a hard winter comes along. The 
rep ort states th a t freezing is not nec­ 
essarily very harmful, for 
after the 
frozen p a rts are mixed with other sil­ 
age it quickly melts and the cattle 
seem to relish it as much as the other. 
It would probably be a good precau­ 
tion to nile straw on the sideof the silo 
ca t her so as to pre- 
W ooden silos are 
in less danger than those 
built of 
stone from the effects of frost and 
need more protection. 
Now is a good 
tim e to tak e the necessary precau­ 
tions.

suds, und then apply a little of the 
m ixture of sweet oil and carbolic acid. 
Keep the fowls in a dry place, where 
there are no drafts of air, until they 
are well. 
Sometimes this course of 
treatm en t will cure, and sometimes 
n ot; roup is an uncertain disease to 
deal with.—Fan n y Field. 


S tr a w b e r r y Planting. 


Now is a good time to seto u t straw ­ 
berries. 
P lan ts m ay be set in rows 
for an ordinary farm garden, and al­ 
lowed to grow in a m atted row a foot 
wide. 
A plot one rod wide and four 
rods long will supply any family with 
all the berries they can use both fresh 
and for winter. 
I think the crescent 
the 
best 
all-round variety, though 
there are better berries. 
The ground 
should be well drained and well enrich­ 
ed with rotted manure, 
before the 
plan ts are set out. 
Do not set them 
so the crow ns will be covered with 
w ater when the rains come. 
Tile best 
mulch is wild grass or corn fodder, but 
it should not be put on until the 
ground freezes. Cold weather does not 
injure straw berries in the least. 
It is 
freezing and t ha wing th a t draws the 
plants out of the ground which does 
the damage, and the mulch is put on 
to keep the ground from 
thawing 
every tim e a warm sjh*U com es. 
It 
should not be put over the plants too 
thickly, but laid between tile rows, 
snugly against the plants on both 
sides.—Miles Purvis, in O. J . Farm er.

Do not compel the hog 
meals in the dark. 
Feed 
intervals aud while it is light. 


Young cows kept for breeding should 
be fet*d so as to obtain a good de­ 
velopment of bone and muscle. 


No m atter what kind of food poul 
try m ay have, if grit of some kind be 
not obtainable they will not thrive. 
We mention this frequently because it 
is so often overlooked. 


There is a large growth of leaves to 
beets and turnips, and they take a 
large proportion of plant food from 
the soil. 
These leaves should be fed 
to cattle, sheep or hogs, as they are 
valuable for th a t purpose. 
At Ibis 
season the top and ro o ts may be fed. 
When s'orin g the ro o ts aw ay for win­ 
ter all tops th a t can not be utilized 
by feeding should be added to the 
m anure heap. 


An am ateur bee-keeper of Maine, 
while working in the ap iary, by acci­ 
dent upset a hive of bees.

The canceled

He was treated with full doses 
of sedatives, chloral, sulphonal. brom ­ 
ides, 
and 
morphine, but 
a t 
first 
showed no im provem ent. 
After ten 
d ays the convulsive a ttack s were re­ 
placed by periods during which he 
sang persistently; he would sing every 
song ne knew w ithout stopping. Atter 
a fortnight of this he had a high tem ­ 
p erature for several days, and a lto ­ 
gether was very ill for three weeks. 
Such cases are n o t so uncommon as is 
generally supposed.—The H ospital.

Resolutions Adopted Calling Upon All Protas- 
taut Churches to Unite in Maintaining 
Their Coveted Freedom. 


W a s h in g t o n , Oct. 2 1 .— The twelfth a n d 
last day’s session of the ecumenical Metho­ 
dist council opened this morning with Rev. 
Dr. Thomas Allen, of the Wesieyan Metho­ 
dist church, England, in the chair. 
The business committee reported a reso­ 
lution looking to the appointm ent of u 
deputation representative ol the conierence 
to visit the pan-Presbyterian council to be 
held at Toronto next year. 
The committee 
also reported amendments to the resolution 
presented yesterday relative to the creation 
of an executive commission to make the 
necessary arrangements for the next ecu­ 
menical conference. 
Tne effect of those 
amendments was to leave the selection of 
the commission to the various conferences, 
the business committee to undertake the 
conduct of the business ot the ecumenical 
conference until the commissioners are ap­ 
pointed. The reports were adopted without 
division. 
The topic ot the day was “The Outlook.” 
The first essay of the session was on the 
subject of “The Christian Resources of the 
Old W orld," by S, Simon, of the Wesleyan 
Methodist church, Kent. 
Several other essays were read and a num­ 
ber of speeches were made. 
The council 
then took a recess, after which ‘.he business 
committee presented the following resolu­ 
tion, which was adopted: 
T hat this conference views with deep concern 
the nubile and jarralstent efforts of tbe Roman 
heirarehv to make its power felt outside its own 
proper sphere in m any lands, to the detrim ent 
and danger of the civil and religious liberties of 
the people. This conference recognizes with sa t­ 
isfaction the tact th a t the Roman Catholic laity 
haye in notable instance* had the courage and 
the wisdom to w ithstand th** w arrant able pre­ 
tensions of their ecclesiastical superior*. and 
the conference further disclaims any Intentions 
to seek for It sell, or the churches it represents, 
a singie privilege which it would not readily con­ 
cede to all others but it feels bound to remind 
the members of these churches of the sacred 
rights and privilege* they enjoy, won lor them 
by the sacrifice sti<i iide.ity of their forefather*, 
and to call on them to mute with the members 
of other P ro testan t churches in maintaining 
their great inheritance of freedom and banding 
down the same intact to the succeeding genera 
tiou*. 
The topic of the day, “ The Outlook,*' was 
then again taken up. 
THE I,AST ESSAY 
of the conierence was read by Rev. Dr. J. 
M. Buckley, editor of the New Y'ork Chris­ 
tian Advocate. 
His special subject was 
“The Church of the Future.” 
He said in 
part: 
<'u&cerniug the Immediate future, it would 
seem that tire church had entered upon a period 
ot outward prosperity, accompanied by the 
overthrow of taise religion*.

T h e E le c tr ic P r o p u lsio n o f S h ip s. 
In considering the future develop­ 
ment of science, Mr. Oberlin Smith, in 
a lecture recently delivered before the 
Franklin Institute, propounded the 
idea that the ships of the future will 
probably be driven by electricity, by 
means of a simple rotating armature 
fixed directly upon the shaft of the 
screw itself. The source of the elec­ 
tric current for driving the m otors of 
these prospective three or four day 
Atlantic liners, Mr. Smith considers 
would probably be storage batteries 
placed in the extreme bottom and 
along the whole length of the hold, 
where they will serve as excellent 
ballast, or else the current will be 
generated by some direct process from 
coal or other fuel, either burned or 
otherwise 
chemically 
disorganised 
during t lie passage. The same current 
would be available for loading and un­ 
loading cargo and for miscellaneous 
work.—Iron.

G o o d A d v ic e t o t h e F a rm er. 
Every farm should be an “experi­ 
ment sta tio n ” to some extent. The 
stations 
under the control of the 
State are, when properly directed, of 
great 
benefit 
to the 
agricultural 
industry as a whole; but there are 
conditions exsisting on each individu­ 
al farm which belong to it alone, and 
which the experiments at the stations 
do not exactly cover. But by follow­ 
ing in the line of the station investi­ 
gations, so far as they are applicable 
to his own case, a farm owner may 
make tests which will greatly increase 
his knowledge of the capabilities of 
his land, and enable him to decide in­ 
telligently what to attem pt and what 
to let alone. 
Many farmers go on 
from year to year raising crops not 
well adapted to their soil and situa- 
ation, and by m ethods ill suited to 
secure the best results, when if they 
would experiment wisely on a mod­ 
erate scale they would see their error 
and be able to rectify it. 
The farming industry is unlike al­ 
m ost every other industry, in that it 
generally affords the farmer a living 
in spite of the m ost stupid misman­ 
agement. 
But it is like every other 
in that it can be made by intelligent 
management far more profitable than 
when indifferently conducted. 
The 
old saw that "knowledge is power” is 
as applicable here as in the counting 
room, the factory or the professor’s 
chair. 
But how shall the requisite 
knowledge be acquired? 
Certainly 
not by plodding on in tlie old ruts 
th at the father and grandfather fol­ 
lowed. 
The farmer who wants to get the 
m ost value out of his land must be, 
as we have recently pointed out, a 
reading farmer. 
He should have a 
good 
agricultural 
library, 
which 
should include all available standard 
works on agricultural topics, includ­ 
ing chemistry of the soil, plants and 
fertilizers, 
botany, management of 
live stock, etc. 
And in addition—to 
return to our topic—he should make 
experiments to test the adaptability 
of his soil to different crops, and to 
ascertain what varieties of whatever 
crops he decides to raise are best 
suited to his soil. 
We presume there 
are not many farmers to whom such 
experiments would bring no revela­ 
tions. 
It is sometimes objected th at—ex­ 
periments conducted on a small scale 
! are deceptive—that they do not fairly 
indicate what the result will be on a 
larger area. There is some truth in 
this; but even if the same proportion 
of yield is not maintained on the acre 
or ten-acre field as on the little plot 
of carefully fertilized and thoroughly 
tilled soil, some things of value will 
be learned from 
the 
experimental 
strip which will aid in solving the 
larger problems of the farm. 
It may be learned, for example, 
what variety of grain yields the best 
returns; what p otato is m ost suitable 
for the soil; what brand of commercial 
fertilizer will best promote the growth 
of the variety chosen. To be sure, 
the experiment might be made at 
once on the large scale, but it is com­ 
parative returns that are especially 
aimed at in conducting smali experi­ 
ments. The true prineipleinconduct­ 
ing such experiments is to bear in 
mind the larger areafrom which crops 
are to lie taken, and the am ount of 
fertilizer which can be applied to it, 
and keep the experimental plot pretty 
closely to the standard th at will lie 
maintained there. 
In this way there 
will lie less likelihood of error than if 
the tests are made under conditions 
in some respects widely different from 
those under which the regular crops 
will be cultivated. 
The importance of these farm experi­ 
ments <an hardly be 
overstated. 
They will not only increase the farm­ 
er’s knowledge, but will also tend to 
increase his interest and th at of his 
family in the farm life and work— 
Mail and Express. 


F e e d in g D airy S to c k . 
One of the leading dairymen in a 
state which is noted for its dairy in­ 
terests. is quoted as saying that while 
he believes an occasional change of 
diet is a good thing, he feeds “what is 
handiest, only enough of it and at 
regular hours.” This method does not 
have as much machinery about it as 
that which figures up the the various 
elements in several different kinds of 
food and then balances them with the 
skill of an expert bookkeeper—a very 
popular method in some quarters— 
hut in this case it seems to have 
brought about 
good 
results. 
We 
would not say one word against scien­ 
tific investigation, 
though there is 
such a thing as becoming too much of 
a slave to its supposed teachings, but 
it does give us pleasure to say some­ 
thing in favor of common sense when 
it is intelligently directed. We are al­ 
so glad to note that this dairyman 
asserts that “food will not make a 
cow good, but it will enable a natural­ 
ly good cow to do all nature intend­ 
ed her to do in this way of milk giv­ 
ing.” When the host of men who are 
trying to makegood cows out of poor 
stock by giving them large quantities 
of rich food shah learn that they are 
attem pting the impossible they will 
have mastered one of the important 
lessons with which 
the 
successful 
dairyman 
must 
become familiar. 
Whe re there is a capacity for milk 
production it can be 
developed by 
proper feeding and care, but all the 
feed and all the care that can possibly 
be given will never make a good milk­ 
er out of a cow which has no natural 
capacity in that direction.—American 
Dairyman. 


D a m a g e t o S ilos. 
T hat was a very sensible action on 
the part of the experiment station 
authorities of W isconsin to make a 
tour of invest igat ion of the silos of 
the State to discover wherein lay 
their weak points. 
There has been 
much complaint about the rats bur­ 
rowing underneath and letting the air 
in. Nine silos were found injured in 
this way. To avoid this nuisance it 
is recommended that the bottom bo 
well grouted before it is cemented. 
Freezing is another complaint. The 
professors think the information gain­ 
ed on this point is not reliable for the 
reason that the past three winters, 
during which time nearly nil the knowl­ 
edge they have on the subject of silos 
has been acquired, have been excep­ 
tionally mild and the farmers of Wis­ 
consin may reasonably look for con­ 
siderable damage from this direction 
when a hard winter comes along. The 
report states that freezing is not nec­ 
essarily very harmful, for after the 
frozen parts are mixed with other sil­ 
age it quickly melts nud the cattle 
seem to relish it as much as the other. 
It would probably be a good precau­ 
tion to pile straw on the side of the silo 
exposed to the weather so as to pre­ 
vent any trouble. 
Wooden silos are 
in less danger than those built of 
stone from the effects of frost and 
need more protection. 
Now is a good 
time to take the necessary precau­ 
tions. 
Eheep Raising- a G oo d B u s in e s s . 
“Whatever m aybe said of the prices 
of w ool,” says the Rocky Mountain 
Husbandman, “there is no gainsay­ 
ing the fact that so long a* m ut­ 
ton commands its 
prerwnt figures 


sheep raising will be a good business. 
It will in reality pay to grow sheep for 
the m utton alone and the money ob­ 
tained for wool is all clear gain. 
One 
of the chief advantages of handling 
sheep is th at it is practical to keep 
them constantly under your care and 
much loss m ay be prevented which 
would occur if this was not the case. 
Another im portant point is that they 
will flourish on a short range. Then 
they yield readily to will in the m at­ 
ter of breeding. 
You can change in the 
shortest possible time whenever the 
fashion in wool or flesh changes. Then 
under the present demand for m utton 
there is no necessity forever having 
any old sheep on hand, as this class 
can be worked off from year to year 
and the flock kept young and thrifty. 
It is also possible to build sheds of 
capacity to house as large a number 
as a given range will feed, and, being 
prepared to house a flock properly, 
winter loss is not only prevented, but 
the best success is assured in lambing. 
With successful lambing and winter­ 
ing, a flock made certain and a fair 
price for wool when 
m utton alone 
would pay expenses, there is nothing 
to prevent our flock owners from be­ 
coming rich in a few years.”

C u re o f R ouo. 
For roup, give the fowls a dessert 
spoonful of castor oil apiece at night, 
and afterward feed chiefly on warm 
cooked food in which is mixed once a 
day a good allowance of cooked on­ 
ions. 
Pulverized charcoal in the lood 
once a day is also beneficial. 
Bathe 
the swellings about the eyes with kero­ 
sene once or twice a day; also inject 
kerosene into the nostrils, using a 
spring-bottom sew ing machine oil can. 
Turpentine injected into the nostrils 
has been used by some with good re­ 
sults. Camphorated sweet oil, pre­ 
pared by melting a piece of gum cam­ 
phor in sweet oil, used as directed lor 
the kerosene, is a good remedy. 
If the 
swelling about the eye seems soil and 
hot as if it contained matter, cut it 
open with a lance, or with a small 
sharp penknife; press the m atter out, 
and afterwards wash daily with car­ 
bolic soap suds or with east lie soap 
suds, and then apply a little of the 
mixture of sweet oil and carbolic acid. 
Keep the fowls in a dry place, where 
there are no drafts of air, until they 
are well. 
Sometimes this course of 
treatm ent will cure, and sometimes 
not; roup is an uncertain disease to 
deal with.—Fanny Field. 


S tr a w b e r r y P lan tin g. 
Now is a good time to set out straw­ 
berries. P lants may be set in rows 
for an ordinary farm garden, and al­ 
lowed to grow in a m atted row a foot 
wide. A plot one rod wide and four 
rods long will supply any family with 
all the berries they can use both fresh 
and for winter. 
1 think the crescent 
the best all-round variety, though 
there are better berries. The ground 
should be well drained and well enrich­ 
ed with rotted manure, before the 
plants are set out. Do not set them 
so the crowns will be covered with 
water when the rains come. Tne best 
mulch is w ild grass or corn fodder, but 
it should not be put on until the 
ground freezes. Cold weather does not 
injure strawberries in the least. 
It is 
freezing and thawing tiiat draw's the 
plants out of the ground which does 
the damage, and the mulch is put on 
to keep the ground from thawing 
every time a warm spell comes. 
It 
should not be put over the plants too 
thickly, but laid between the row’s, 
snugly against the plants on both 
sides.—Miles Purvis, in 0 . J. Farmer.

Do not compel the hog to eat his 
meals in the dark. Feed at regular 
intervals and while it is light. 
Young cows kept for breeding should 
be feed so as to obtain a good de­ 
velopment of bone and muscle. 


No m atter what kind of food poul 
try may have, if grit of some kind he 
not obtainable they will not thrive. 
We mention this frequently because it 
is so often overlooked. 


There is a large growth of leaves to 
beets and turnips, and they take a 
large proportion of plant food from 
the soil. 
These leaves should be fed 
to cattle, sheep or hogs, as they are 
valuable for that purpose. 
At this 
season the top and roots may he fed. 
When s'oring the roots away for win­ 
ter all tops that can not be utilized 
by feeding should be added to the 
manure heap. 
An amateur bee-keeper of Maine, 
while working in the apiary, !*y acci­ 
dent upset a hive of bees. 
Being pio- 
tected by a veil and loose overalls, he 
was amused at the frantic attempt* 
of the bees to sting, until he stooped 
to pick up something, when his loose 
overalls did not protect him from the 
angry bees, and then it was not quite 
so amusing. 
Sheep, especially those of the meri­ 
no breed, are great weed destroyers, 
and they can be turned into the corn 
late in the season, says the Orange 
County Farmer. They will do no in­ 
jury to the corn, but will probably 
hasten its growth by nibbling off the 
low'er blades; they will hunt up the 
weeds in nooks and corners that no 
one ‘lse would ever think of discover­ 
ing. 
As scavengers, the sheep are of 
inest!liable value, not only in the 
pasturel ots, but in the corn fields as 
well.

Schoolboys are alm ost invariably 
known to their felLows by some strange 
sobriquets, rarely indeed, by their 
proper names. The variation of these 
is extremely curious, and sometimes 
considerable quickness in seizing upon 
a peculiarity is shown in fitting a new 
boy with a nickname which will last 
the whole of his school career, and 
very possibly will descend, as is often 
the case, to the brothers who may 
succeed him. 
In one school five 
brothers who attended the school con­ 
secutively, were known by the name 
of “ Bones.”

Origin o f t h e P o s t a g e S ta m p . 
Few people, perhaps, realize of how 
recent origin is the postage stamp. It 
was first issued bv Great Britain in 
1840. 
Brazil was t he first nation to 
follow the example, which they did in 
1843, and in 1847 the United States 
began the use of postage stam ps. 
There are now 211 
stamp-issuing 
countries. It is estimated now that 
every year 
some 
60,000,000.000 
letters are 
posted in the 
world. 
America leads with over 25,000,000,- 
000, and England follow’s with 700,- 
000,000. Japan now mails annually 
95,000,000 letters, and the canceled 
stam ps on these letters are worth on 
an average of 1c each. L ast year 
there were 26,000 letters posted in 
England without 
any address on 
them. 
In 1600 of these gold coin and 
money were inclosed. The canceled 
postage stam ps of many countries 
are worth quite as much ab unused 
specimens, and many are issued solely 
for collections, the revenue being an 
im portant item. 
Monaco was 
the 
latest to issue stamps; but Stoffaland, 
with its “fifty houses 
and three 
stores,” is probably them ost insignifi­ 
cant, even more so than Heligoland 
or the Virgin Islands. 
Bhopal has 
the oldest stamp, 
Nicaragua the 
finest, Siberia the largest, Zealand the 
smallest, Guatemala the m ost strik­ 
ing, and Sarawak and Great Britain 
divide the honor of having the cheap­ 
est and meanest.—The Book-Keeper.

He was treated with fud doses 
q! sedatives, chloral, siflphonal. brom­ 
ides, and 
morphine, hut at first 
showed UQ improvement. 
After ten 
days the convulsive attacks were re­ 
placed by periods during which he 
sang persistently; he would sing every 
song he knew without stopping. Alter 
a fortnight of this he had a high tem ­ 
perature for several days, and alto­ 
gether was very ill for three weeks. 
Such cases are not so uncommon as is 
generally supposed.—The H ospital,
